That there are 82.3 m illion persons in the A m erican 
work force is a sizable num ber in itself. The reasons why 
the 53.3 m illion out of the 135.6 m illion non-institutional 
population are not seeking work testifies even m ore to 
how busy A m ericans are. T hese figures account for all 


over 16 who are not in the arm ed forces, in jails or in 


other institutions. 


Take the w om en first. Though w e have becom e used to 
the idea that m illions of w om en work, both before and 
after m arriage, of the 41 m illion who do not. hom e re­ 
sponsibilities keep 80 per cent, or 32.8 m illion, from 
seeking work. There is a leisure cla ss of considerable 
proportion. Of the rem aining 20 per cent, nine per cent 
or 3.69 m illion are in school, five per cent or 2.05 m illion 
in ill health or disabled, and six per cent or 2.46 m illion 


are idle for a variety of reasons. 


Men over 16. despite retirem ent when they reach 
65 and over, do not take to the rocker as m uch as popular 
belief has it. Only 40 per cent, or 4.92 m illion of the 12.3 
m illion over 16 not seeking work gave as their reason 
retirem ent or old age. That lea v es a good m any oldsters 
who keep busy, assum ing that the 20 m illion over 65 
are som ew hat even ly divided. School claim ed 28 per cent 
or 3.444 m illion, 17 per cent or 2.091 m illion w ere dis­ 
abled or in ill health, nine per cent or 1.707 m illion 
sim p ly wanted no job. and six per cent or 738.000 w ere 


idle for a variety of reasons. 
Of course, there are m ore than 65 m illion under 16 
in the arm ed forces, or in institutions, who are not 
counted in the work force. T hey don’t change the pattern 
of a busy, productive, A m erica dedicated to building a

Keeping Up With Inflation 


D ining out costs are rising faster than grocery bills. 
That and m edical services are singled out as leaders 
in the rise in the cost of living in the last two years. 
The score keeper in this instance is the National Con­ 
sum er F inance A ssociation, which m easures consum er 
behavior. 


The association ’s m onthly new sletter. F inance F acts, 
also points out that it cost the consum er $111.20 in June 
to buy what $100 would have bought at the end of 1966. 
The point being m ade w as that all services rose m ore 
rapidly in the last two and a half years, scoring an up 
of 14.5 per cent. These included m edical services, up 21.3 
per cent: hom e ownership, up 16.9 per cent; food aw ay 
from hom e, up 13.8 per cent; food at hom e, up 10.4 
per cent; and durable com m odities—ud 8.3 per cent. 
Food at hom e and durables showed d e c re a ses in price 
in first quarter 1967. Since then, they have in creased in 
price in each quarter, as have other categories. But it is 
nice to find one com paratively slow m oving sector. The

Direct Popular Election 


D irect popular election of the P re sid e n t com es up in 
the House for the first tim e this w eek. T he d eb ate is

the P resident and the first tim e in m ore than 150 years 
it has given serious consideration to electoral reform .

All advance 
forecasts point to the required num ber. P resident Nixon 
is rem aining neutral, because he does not believe the

H ow ever, polls have found.state legislatures surprisingly 
for the am endm ent if the two houses of Congress pass it 
and it goes to the states for confirm ation. 


What is going for this am endm ent is the fear, still 
extant, that a G eorge W allace could throw the election 
of a P resident into the House.

administration has proposed a 
suspension

The 
P r e s i d e n t ’ s plan would 
prohibit also “ other tests or 
devices 
as 
a 
condition 
for 
exercising 
the 
fundamental 
right to vote.” 
Most of the 
southern states but not many 
of the northern states have 
literacy tests and other rules. 
T h e 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee has refused to act 
on 
the 
President's 
recom ­ 
mendation 
and 
wants 
to 
continue the ban only on the 
south. A Senate com m ittee is 


to hold 
hearings on 
it 
this 
week. 
Literacy 
tests. 
of 
course, should never be used 
as 
a 
form 
of 
racial 
discrimination, and the courts 
can 
insure 
that 
any 
such 
prescribed 
rules 
for 
voting 
shall 
be 
applied 
equally 
to 
whites and blacks. 
Another 
type 
of 
racial 
discrimination 
is 
evident 
in 
the criticism by Negro civil- 
rights 
leaders 
because 
the 
administration, in attem pting 
to 
desegregate 
or 
integrate 
the public-school system s in 
the 
south, 
has 
decided 
to 
appeal to the courts rather 
than attem pt to bludgeon the 
s c h o o l 
authorities 
by 
t h r e a t e n i n g to withhold 
federal 
funds. 
The 
ad ­ 
m inistration’s plan to rely on 
the judiciary instead of taking 
arbitrary action is certainly 
a 
better 
method 
than 
by 
violating the Civil Rights Act 
itself. 
This 
statute 
orders 
the 
desegregation 
o f 
public 
schools 
but 
forbids 
steps 
designed 
to 
correct 
"racial 
im balance.” 
It 
covers 
also 
instances where parents are 
compelled to let their children 
be transported by bus from 
their 
own 
neighborhood 
or 
district to some other part of 
the area 
so that a 
certain 
quota from each race — as 
.vet undetermined — will be 
attending all public schools. 
Where 
any 
school 
board 
deliberately m am tans a “ dual 
s y s t e m . ’ ’ irrespective of 
natural causes, court 
action 
is available. But it is apparent 
that 
the 
action 
taken 
in 
seeking to achieve a “ racial 
balance" not only of students 
but 
of 
teachers, 
too. 
has 
developed 
into 
a 
form 
of 


racial discrimination, with the 
whites being the victims this 
time. 
Incidentally, 
some 
Negro 
organizations 
recently 
have 
a d v o c a t e d 
‘ ‘ b l a c k 
separatism ,“ 
and 
today 
the 
pharase “ black capitalism ” is 
widely heard as dem ands are 
made 
to funnel money into 
t h e 
hands 
of 
black 
businessmen. This is also a 
kind of racial discrimination 
against whites who m ay wish 
to 
start 
businesses 
in 
the 
sam e localities, hut the full 
meaning 
of 
these 
racial 
practices has not yet gotten 
across to the voters of the 
country. 
Sooner or later resentm ents 
among white voters will rise 
to the point that candidates 
will he elected, irrespective of 
party, 
who 
are 
willing 
to 
prevent discrim ination against 
whites as well as blacks. The 
issue of literacy tests m ay be 
an issue in the 1970 and 1972 
c a m p a i g n s . 
National 
organizations could em erge to 
em phasize 
the 
point 
that 
America must not be ruled 
by officials elected largely by 
i l l i t e r a t e 
v o t e r s , 
predominantly 
N e g r o e s . 
George 
Wallace 
may 
take 
advantage of this controversy 
and run again. 
E v e n t u a l l y , as better 
schooling 
is 
provided, 
the 
Negro citizens 
will 
increase 
the voting population and with 
better education they, too. will 
come 
to realize the 
"black 
separatism " is just as bad as 
“ white separatism .” The test 
for public office should be the

A new wrinkle specifies that 
no tree limbs or trunks may be 
left at the dump unless cut to 
less than three-foot lengths. Su 
per visor Thomas Odak faceti 
ously requested that they be cut 
to two foot lengths for use in 
other people's fireplaces. 
There is provision for special 


permits, but Councilman Rich 
arc! 
Laibach 
emphasizes that 
under no circumstances would 
the} be issued to persons or cor 
porations outside the town Jim 
its. 
“ They are for some tax

Provision is also made that 
only the town has the right to
